WASHINGTON. Jan. 14. — Japan 


agrees today to return to China with- 
out reservations the former German 
leased territory of Kiau Chou in Shan- 
tung province, which the 
Japanese 


have occupied since driving out 
the 


Germans during the war. 


The Chinese pledged themselves to 


administer the territory fairly to all 
foreign powers and that they would 
not discriminate against Japan. The 
two delegations will meet again on 
Monday to discuss mining privileges 
in the province, commercial rights and 
the administration of the salt tax— 
the three remaining issues aside from 
the principal one o£ the railroad. Both 
sides are now awaiting advices from 
Peking and Tokio on the alternative 
proposals which are expected to set- 
tle the railroad issue. 


Having gone as far as possible in

the eapitol Mrs. Anderson declared: 


"I used to know Florence Harding 


when she wo'kod in the business of- 
fice of tho Marion Star, and I know 
If I can bee her, I will get to sec tho 
president. When he hears mv story 
and chocks Joe's record I know jus- 
tice will be done."

works, and even a few of the metal 
slugs which the Wall Street bomb-is 
supposed to have contained. Over the 
"layout" was the line. "The Man Who 
Solved the Wall Street bomb Mys- 
tery." Directly underneath were "the 
penetrating eyes of William J. Burns," 
according to the head writer . 


The story accomprfning tho picture 


"layout" is of decided interest as an 
indication of the extremes to which, 
the metropolitan papers are going in 
their efforts to make the public be- 
lieve that the Wall Street explosion 
was not the result of carelessness on 
the part ofagents of the Dupont Pow- 
der Company. 


After describing the explosion the 


writer says: There was one man who 
knew that bombs were being built 
and who 'had sent a warning through 
the financial district." He was Burns. 
And ten minutes after the explosion 
o fthat deadly machine, which rover- 
berated around the world, that same 
man (Burns) stood at the scene of 
the explosion and said: 


"No, it was not an accidental explo- 


sion of the dynamite being uied in 
that building oved there; it was not 
the work of bank robbers; It was not 
the crazy act of a lunatic. That bomb 
was built and paid for and fired by 
the agents of the Technical Committee 
of the Third Internationale, the Rus- 
sian Communionist." 


The rest of the article is devoted to 


telling the reader how "now, after a 
year and four months, t'he hand of 
William J. Burns has reached over in- 
to the heart of Russia and dragged 
forth a man who has revealed the full 
history of that bomb." This, of course, 
refers to the reported arrest of Wolfe 
Undenfield at Warsaw, Poland, in- 
stead of in Russia, and also, of course, 
Lindenfield has been shown up as an 
arch-liar, not only by the labor publi, 
cations of the country, but by many 
of the metropolitan papers. 


But the amazing part of the story is 


the following: "As chief of the great 
Burns International Detective Agency,

N spite of all the tumult and 
the shouting. Ireland is go- 


ing forward to freedom and to 
unity. The costs have been tre- 
mendous and the achievement 
needlessly difficult. 
Only the 


future can assay the full bur- 
den which the failure of De 
Valera laid upon the nation, 
but even now it is obviously 
stupendous. 
"The president's" initial va- 


cillation and his final emer- 
gence as a bitter irreconcilable, 
capable only of uttering hate- 
ful words at his former friends 
and colleagues, are more than 
the tragic breakdown of a 
valued leader. In the passion 
of weakness and vanity De 
Valera directed a heavy blow 
at the heart of Ireland, a blow 
which 
might 
easily 
have 


proved fatal to the hopes of a 
peaceful settlement. 


In »the end the 
forsaken 


leader seemed not to care. Like 
the czar, who was willing to 
fight until the last mujik was 
killed, the republican chieftain 
seemed eager for war until the 
last peasant farmer was gone. 


The sober sense of the Irish 


people triumphed over the 
academic fanaticism of 
De 


Valera. 
Griffith, who has em- 


bodied the best wisdom of the 
island, is now the titular as 
well as the actual head of the 
government. 
Griffith has not 


an easy course to sail, but what 
pioneering patriot has ever had 
his way smoothed ? 


Griffith has but a small ma- 


jority. The number of Ameri- 
cans who favored the forma- 
tion of the United States was 
relatively fewer. Long after 
the Revolutionary war was end- 
ed divisive influences in this 
country seemed stronger than 
those which made for unity. 
Slowly and by small majorities 
the foundations of the nation 
,were builded. 


So has it been in other crises. 
What kind of a majority had 
Lincoln when he was first in- 
ducted into office? 
How nar- 
row was his margin in the sec- 
ond election, the election upon 
which depended the prosecu- 
tion of the war and the preser- 
vation of the Union!

Fort Henry was a little blockade 


built for the proteciion of the settlers 
of West Virginia against the British 
and Indians during the \Vnr of the 
Revolution. 
It stood on the Ohio 


river near the present site of Wheel- 
Ing. In the summer of 1777 when It 
was besieged by n strong force of «nv- 
nges. Maj. Sam McCuJlough, a noted 
border leader, left Kort Pitt at the 
head of 40 men to raise the siege. 


Coming in slfihi of the fort. McCul- 


lough's men made a dnsh for the ^ntcs 
and passed through tliotn in snTetj, at- 
though the Indians made n dt'p'rsitc 
effort to cut them off. Major McCisi- 
lough held back to cover the retreat 
of his men until they were snfoly with- 
in its 
TV nils niul dcln>ed BO Jong that 


the redskins succeeded in getting be- 
tween him and the fort. 


Setting spurs to his horse, the 


ranger leader dashed for a hill ba-'U 
of the fort. At Its top he met anothri 
band of Indians and at the same time 
a third group approached him from 
another direction. The Indians were 
now on three- Hides of him. On the 
other was a M^h piecip're projecting 
over Wheeling creek, HOG foet below. 
The rangpr was cornered. 


The Indians raised a yell of triumph 


as they closed in on him. But when 
they saw McCullough turn his horse 
toward the 
cliff, they stopped In 


amazement. 


Urging his horse to n dead run, the 


scout dashed toward the precipice. At 
the brink of the chasm h*» drove hortfe 
the spurs and as his mount flew Into 
the air braced himself in the saddle. 
The first leap was a clear drop of W) 
feet, but both horse and rider were 
uninjured as they Jnndcd on the steep 
bank. Then slipping and sliding for 
250 feet more, they came to the creek 
bottom. 


As the Indians rushed to the edge 


of the precipice expecting to see the 
crushed forms of horse and roan far 
below, they were astonished at the 
sight of the major, still upright In the 
saddle, plnnging Into the creek and 
riding up the other elde to safety. 
\Vlthln ft few hours he was back at 
Fort Pitt, organizing n larger expedi- 
tion to march to Fort Henry. 


Five jears Inter as Major McCul- 


lough and his brother were riding 
along a road near Van Metre's fort, 
unsuspecting danger, th*»y rode direct- 
ly into an Indian nmbush. This time 
Mc-Cullough's horsemanship could do 
him no good. 
A dozen Indian rifle 


*hots rang out and Sam McCullough 
fell dead.

tion is that of William Hlckey, arrest- 
ed bya Standard Oil deputy, some dis- 
tance from Shreveport, La. He was 
taken to the city Jail of Shreveport 
and later charged with vagrancy in 
the police court of that city. He was 
afforded no counsel and sentenced to 
90 days on the parish farm. In pro- 
nouncing sentence the magistrate ex- 
pressed regret that, he could not send 
Hickey up for 50 years.. At the time 
of his arrest Hickey was employed 
and his room rent paid in advance. 


"On the parish farm he was three 


times whipped with a lash. I went to 
Shreveport to make an investigation 
and was insulted by the chief of po- 
lice. A Standard Oil deputy and a lo- 
cal, policeman followed mo wherever 
I went and threatened me. To prevent 
me from seeing Hickey and other in- 
dustrial prisoners they were placed 
in the custody of the agent of the 
United States government. Only an 
order from the U. S. Marshal -would 
enable me to see my clients and the 
marshal does not live in Shreveport. 
When* I made known my intention of 
applying to the Supreme Court for 
relief the representative of the law 
threate'ned violence."

ed the Snell bill as belnr^i scheme of 
the lumber barons to avoid pormanajit- 
ly the effective control of forest wit- 
ting which alone will save America 
from a disastrous famine in timber. 
Lumber interests control Slate legis- 
latures. They pi event the adoption by 
the States of tho forest control meth- 
ods suggested by tho Forest Service 
as contemplated by the 
Snell 
bill. 


One State will bo set up against an- 


other State, \\llh the argument that 
no part of tho country can afford to 
ruin its own competitive position in 
tho lumber business when other dis- 
tricts are cutting their forests in tho 
old way, for immediate- prolltsi.

It is a simple matter to make an 


agreement relative to the building of 
battleships and to hold a nation to 
such 
an 
agreement. 
It 
takes 
a 


couple of years to build a good bat- 
tleship and it is impossible to hide 
battleships.. 
The 
nations 
of 
the 


world know- when any nation lays 
down a new keel for a new battleship. 
Battleships cannot be kept in safety 
deposit vaults or hid in government 


J buildings. The limitation of subma- 


rines and certain other forms ,of ar- 
maments is also practically possible. 
Big berthas ara not as conspicuous as 
battleships; gun factories are more 
easily hid than ship yards; but in the 
long run the r.-king of these caanot 
be kept a secret. 


It, 'however, is absolutely impossible
